With 50 more cars of lemons 
in storage in Upland today than 
at this time a year ago and with 
4,000 cars in storage in Califor- 


mia, the citrus shipments are 
progressing satisfactorily, re- 
ports today indicated. 


The lemon storage here as of 
June 1 is lower than the average 
4m recent years, however. rhe 
price situation regarding citrus 


ig seen as fairly satisfactory and 


many of the local associations 
are working up to near capacity 
in sending out lemons. 

Figures on local storage of 
lemons as of June 1 for this year 
and previous years were released 
today by Harry B. Harlow, man- 
ager of the Ontario-Cucamonga 
Fruit Exchange. 

The storage figures follow: 
June 1, 1937, 370 cars; June 1, 
1936, 324 cars; June 1, 1935, 
1,000 cars; June 1, 1934, 471 
cars, and June 1 ,1933, 647 cars.

If all people wanting to burn 
off their property would get a 
fire permit and follow the in- 
structions carefully, there would

Youth Burned in ‘‘Smudging’’ 
January 22-Is Removed 
To Home 








A stay of over four months in 
San Antonio Community hospital 
came to an end for Kenneth Lut- 
zon, Wilmar, Sunday. His limbs 
terribly burned in the orchard 
heating work Jan. 22, the youth 
has been convalescing. 

Unable to walk, but recovered 
sufficiently to not need further 
hospitalization, Lutzon was happy 
in being permitted to return to the 
home of his mother. His hospital 
and doctor bills amounting to hun- 
dreds of dollars are reported to be 
coming out of the state compensa~ 
tion fund. 

‘Mr. Lutzon was employed by the 
Stewart Citrus association when 
on the morning of Jan. 22 his oil- 
soaked clothes ignited. A living, 
flaming torch, the youth’s life was 
saved by the heroic efforts of com- 
panions, who extinguished the fire 
and rushed him to the hospital. 

For several months he has been 
a frequent occupant of a wheel 
chair, going about the 
building and yards wherever he 
preferred in finding diversion and 
interest. Happy disposition and 
still in his “ .” the youth did 
his part in che@ring up other pa- 
tients.
